The trench was roomy 
and if necessary could house an en- 
tire batallion.

A miniature 
power plant was bullt to furnish elec- 
tric light and a marrow gauge ralil- 
way laid down for transporting sup- 
plies and the wounded 

The tunnel has been neglected 
since the war, but when the graves 
commission opened it recently they 
found it as the soldier8 had deserted 
it when the Germans were pushed 
tack out of the sector Telephone 
cable, trucks, ammunition and stee! 
rails were lying about in profusion 
These articles will be bedded in ce- 
ment where they were found to be 
sefe from souvenir hunters. 

The walls of the tunnel bear the 
mTawied names of thousands of Can- 
eadian soldiers, who whiled away the 
time cutting into the French chalk 
with their caseknives. Many whose 
names are scratched on the walls 
“went west" during the offensive in 
the following spring.

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AOS IN NICARAGUA 

In the thrves of war and earthquake, 
Nicaragua's plight is a pitiable one and 
well may be described as chaotic. Sangul- 
nary warfare began in that country early 
in September, precipitated by the Liberal 
party in an attempt to unseat Chamorro, 
the usurper and dictator, who made him- 
self President a few months before and 
whose rule was not relished by the adher- 
ents of Solorzano, the deposed executive 
whom he succeeded. The revolutionists 
seized a British merchant steamer and 


were prevented from commandeering her 
cargo only by the intervention of Admiral 
Latimer, in command of th: American na- 
val forces on the east coast, who notified 
the rebels that foreign shipping must not 
be interfered with and that they must 
cease the destruction of American property. 
This latte: injunction had reference to the 
wrecking of the house of the United States 
Collector .f Customs at Ei Bluff, near Biue- 
fields, the American naval station. 
President Chamorro solicited the good 
offices of our government ip an attempt to 
settle affairs and end the revolution. The 
request was made on September 15 and on 
the same day President Coolidge signed an 
order placing an embargo on the expert of 
arms and munitions from the United Sates 


to Nicaragua. Two weeks later some prog- 
ress was made toward an abatement of the 
disturbances in which no little blood had 
flowed. An armistice was signed on Sep 
tember 23 aboard the United States cruis- 
er Rochester by the commanders of the 
two hostile forces and an exchange of pris- 
oners took place ten days later. 

Quite characteristic of the irrepressible 
Nicaraguan nature, however, were the overt 
acts that followed. Sporadic fighting was 
soon resumed in spite of the armistice and 
has continued, though it may have been 
interrupted by the severe temblor of the 
5th inst., the worst felt in Nicaragua for 
nearly thirty years. Just prior to the 
earthquake it was reported from Managua, 
the capital of the Iittle republic, that a 
serious international problem had arisen, 
as a Mexican genera! had taken charge of 
the revolutionary troops and was about to 
bring in twenty *ficers from Mexico, to- 
gether with 10,000 rifles and machine guns, 
with the intention of ousting Chamorro and 
seating in his place Juan B. Sacassa, the 
Vice-President of a former regime. It was 
stated that the revolutionists needed only 
guns and ammunition when nearly hal? of 
Nicaragua would rise in their support. 

On the 2nd inst. 4000 rifles were landed 
at Cape Gracias, with ammunition and ma- 
chine guns, and the revolutionists were to 
receive more. An attack on the govern- 
ment forces by the rebels was imminent. 
While Mexico and Guatemala are said to 
be supporting the enemies of Chamorro, 
Salvador and Costa Rica are friendly to 
the Nicaraguan dictator. Honduras, though 


divided in sentiment, is sending troops to 


Nicaragua to ald Chamorro. Al) this means 
the greatest Central American complication 
in years. 

A formidable American fleet now patrols 
the entire Central American coast, and 
Washington has notified the bellixerents to 
cease operations. However, our govern- 
ment hardly will be able to control mill- 
tary movements in the interior unless a 
much larger force of marines is sent to 
intercept them. 

The whole situation, involving. as it does, 
all the principal nations of Centra) Amer. 
ica as well as Mexico, is one greatly to be 
deplored. But our government has settled 
such affairs before end may be counted 
upon to do so in the present emergency.

| This idea of converting the electorate 
into a legislative assembly is largely a 
product of the vanished days of political 
muckraking. Then there was a widespread 
opinion that the money power, armed with 
barrels uf gold, lay in wait to corrupt ev- 
ery newly fledged legislator. The direct 
primary was born of the same fear that 
human pature was not strong enough to re- 
sist the wiles of big business. ' 

That trail led to demagoguery and a re 
action came. Botb popular legislation and 
the direct primary are seen to have draw- 
backs greater than their advantages. The 
direct primary has increased the use of 
money instead of restricting it. 

The daager in the long ballot is that im- 
portant issues, upon which a popular ezx- 
pression may really be desirable, are inun- 
dated by the flood of comparatively unim- 
portant measures which clearly fall within 
the province of existing legislative bodies. 
The electorate, generally, has neither time, 
inclination nor opportunity to make the ez- 


haustive study necessary for considered ac- 
tion. 

Under the present system the burden up- 
on the individual voter is too great. Hasty 
and ill-considered action may make the 
matter worse. But serious consideration of 
the situation by students of government is 
unquestionably in order.

The Scientific Temperance Federation 
has checked upon forty-two State hosrzitals 
for the insane from 1912 to 1924. In 1924 
the percentage of alcoholic cases was 4.9. 
While it had risen slightly above that of 
1922, yet it was about a third lower than 
any of the norma! preprobibition days. It 
was nearly 50 per cent lower than in 1917 
Native-born show a much lower rate than 
fureign-born. There were but 6.9 intem 
perate cases for each 100,000 native popu- 
lation. Among foreign-born the ratio ran 
from 11 to 40.4 per 100,000 of the same 
nationality. Among negroes intemperance 
appears as a cause of insanity in only 8.8 
per cent of the first admissions, as com 
pared with 13.1 per cent among whites 
Sober and sane appear to be the logic of 
the situation.
